Paris, Jan. 15.— (10:o0 a. in.)— Prem- 
ier Combes weathered another storm at 
u session of the Chamber of Deputies 
lasting until one o'clock this morning and 
with a majority of 10 supporting the de- 
clarations of the minlScbrs and approv- 
ing the policy of the" government. ' The 
result was reached after a debate in 
which there were frequent violent alter- 
cations. The majority, although not 
large, is considered sufficient to insure 
the retention of the ministry. 

It was expected that .the session of 
the chamber of deputies today would 
culminate in the overthrow of the min- 
istry and the floors and galleries Were 
packed by persons who wished to wit- 
ness the" final struggle. The contest 
against the ministry has been slowly 
gaining ground. The principal elements 
of opposition were those combating the 
policy of Premier Combes for the separ- 
ation of church and state; second, those 
denouncing the government's collection 
of secret information regarding the lives 
of army ollieers, and those omplaining 
of the tardiness <►! the ministry in pars- 
ing a law crentiug an income tax.

— Tho Russian gov- 
ernment's circuliu- regarding Chinese 
neutrality has not readied the British 
foreign office, whrro today it was ex- 
plained that the delay was doubtless due 
to the abs"'ice of .'.nibassador I •nckeu- 
dorff. suck re«m*nfe«Hofl» belli nsnaO 
ly submitted by him in person. Conse- 
quently the foreign olllee declined to give 
any expression of ppiniot concerning the 
mutter. 

In diplomatic circles the circular is re- 
garded as a move to forestall complaints 
of Russian transgression of Chinese neu- 
trality coming from the Japanese, but 
not as indicating any Immediate or seri- 
ous action on Russia's part in the near 
future. The very fact that there has 
been haste in presenting the circular to 
Great Britain might indicate that this is 
the correct view. Baron Hnyasbi, the 
Japanese minister, who has not received 
official notification of the circular, visit- 
d Foreign Secretary Lansdowne today, 
and they discussed the circular informal- 
ly. Minister Haynshi, prior to his visit 
l.i Lord Lansdowne, said to the Asso- 
ciated Press: "The Japanese have not 
replied to innumerable allegations of 
breaches of neutrality and of internation- 
al law charged by Russia since the be- 
ginning of the war, but the Japanese 
government probahly will reply to this 
formal charge."

would be largely increased. Mr. Foss 
holds that tariff restrictions in articles 
required of each other are of no possible 
benefit to eitlhcr, and are an absolute 
injury to those who buy and those who 
sell. President Koosevelt, we are in- 
ifomued, is a ainieh better friend to Can- 
ada than we have hitherto had any idea, 
and that -while the result of the Presi- 
dential elections was an endorsement of 
Che protective policy it was not an en- 
dorsement of its abuses. The United 
States has reached the dividing point, 
and tihe tendency now is, if anything, to- 
wards a change, and Canada and New- 
foundland are in view as starting points.

Of course, 
when the Morning Herald refers to our 
system of protection it is arguing from 
conditions which exist in 1 Australia. It 
does not lie alongside of a nation like 
'the United States to swamp its indus- 
tries with "dumped" goods. Canada was 
compelled, as a matter of self-preserva- 
tion, to adopt a policy of protection, 
which so far it has not regretted. The 
comparison of greatest interest is in 
the following : , 

"What the people want is freedom 
from the harassing restrictions imposed 
by the "•politicians in the shape of pro- 
tection, arbitration, minimum wage and 
state coddling generally. 

"Of all these weights," 
lag Herald says, "the 
carry much less than 
pie of Australia, and they are 
likewise much less heavily burdened 
Willi the cost of federal and local gov- 
ernments. They have been reared in- 
dustrially and politically under hardier 
conditions, and have consequently grown 
into a self-reliant Dominion that com- 
mands the confidence of creditors. Ati.v 
tralias for many years have been cod- 
dled on the luxuries of borrowed money. 
Certainly they can boast of a Sydney 
and Melbourne, beside which Montreal 
and Ottawa arc not to be compared. 
Rut until Australia and her industries 
assimilate more nearly to Canada and 
to Canadian industries we shall not re- 
gaii/ the comparatively greater ineasuru 
of credit we once enjoyed in the money 
markets of the world. Mr. Carruthers 
and his proposed annual addition of 
£1,000,009 to the already huge debt of 
ihis State will only widen the differ- 
once. Mr. Larke is correct in his state- 
ment that on the whole our resources 
are greater than those of Canada; but 
we must imitate Canadians more closely 
in developing them if we are to have 
prosperity like theirs."

An effort will be made to liuve the 
bark S. I). Carleton eonu; to this city 
for repairs when that vessel is salved 
at BelliughiiuiL. ('apt. II. A. Frieze will 
undertake to flout the Carleton, u'hieh 
tan aground in Uelliugtiaui liny about 
two weeks ago, for .1,500. He left 
Thursday nijniit for Bellinglmni with an 
up-to-date wreckiug outlit. it consists 
of barges, rafts, wire ropes anil tugs. 
Ou.pt. I'Yiezo purposes tunnelling under 
.the Carleton forward. JJi? will gel itudet 
tin- vessel forward, ami after running 
•wire ropes beneath her bow will lash 
them to the rafts. These rafts will be 
'located forward on either side of the 
ship, while greased skills are to bo 
placed bmenbb Iter aft. This done, it is 
planned to 'have the tug Tyee haul her 
•off. 

The Carleton is in twelve feet of 
water aft at low tide. Since £he run 
aground various tugs, large and small, 
have endeavored to 'haul her off, hut to 
no purpose. 



THE OLYMPIA. 

{sails From .Portland With Cargo for 
One of Belligerent Nations. 

Steamer Olympia, of the Northwest 
Commercial Company, sailed from Port- 
land yesterday for Moji and Shanghai. 
^More or less mystery surrounds the 
c'lvnrter of .the Olympia ami her destina- 
tion. At the office of the Northwestern 
Commercial -Company 'Mr. Trenholme, 
of the management, stated that the 
Olympia 'would clear for Moji, Japan. 
Her cargo consists entirely of oats. 
While she clours! for Japan, one report 
Sins it that she will bring up at Shang- 
hai, add another in the port of Vladi- 
vostok, Mr. TreWholme said: 

"We care very little about the mutter. 
Ail I can say* is that the Olympia's 
cargo is consigned to the Khbe Com- 
pany, of Shanghai. And, for all 1 know, 
Itlio oafs may be intended for, the Japa- 
nese forces. The cargo was purchased 
ibyl an American concern and consigned 
as I have stated." 

Rumors tire si ill rife concerning the 
steamship Taconm, also df the North- 
western Commercial Company's ileet, 
and which sailed ten days ago. osten- 
sibly for Shanghai. While her cargo wan 
billed to that port, one .story tins it that 
the vessel left Seattle with an agent of 
the Russian government aboard and thai 
the vessel, instead of going to Shanghai, 
-will proceed direct to Vladivostock. 

Concerning the story that the Japa- 
nese consul of this city had reported to 
his government tJhnt the Toicomn had 
sailed for Vladivostock carrying contra- 
band of war, that ollieinl said: 

"1 have no definite information on the 
subject. 1 simp' reported to my gov- 
ernment that the Seattle papers were 
publishing rumors to the e(V<*"i rhnl fh" 
Taeoma would proceed t<» Vladivostock 
(rather; than Shanghai. Of my own 
knowledge 1 know nothing as to the 
Tacouin's destination."

WRECK OF COLUMBIA. 

The steamer. Columbia, formerly the 
steamer Saga, the largest fishing vessel 
of the New England Fish Company's 
licet, was wrecked hist Monday night 
of Millbank Sound, near the north end 
of Vancouver Island. Her crew of 30 
men, including the captain- null fisher- 
men, were brought to Vancouver at (i 
o'clock last evening by the steamer New 
England, the flagship of the big '-norther a 
lishiug; .fleet. 

1 The Columbia hud been at the halibut 
grounds for ten days and was running 
south to Vancouver whii 1BQ;000 pounds 
of fish for the Boston market. It was 
just after midnight, when the vessel was 
•u mile and a half off the luorthern end 
of North Island, she struck mu unchart- 
ed rock. .So sea was running, hut 
•enough of the rolling ocean swell Was 
coming to sway ljer from -side to ride. 
She sank at the bow and listed so much 
in ten minutes that her port; deck was 
'awash. Then she listed to starboard 
and rapidly begaa to sink. 

The fishermen, in their oil skins, were 
*m dec* in a moment after the Columbia 
struck. Within five minutes the fish- 
ing dories were launched like lifeboats. 
Captain Johnston was the last man to 
leave the vessel, anil be stayed by hoi 
until he saw she would go down. 

The Columbia went out. of sight bow 
lirsl within hall" an hour after she 
struck While out of sigftit, she probably 
is in tint c than forty feet of water. 

After the Columbia sank the crew 
rowed to the shot-,- at China Hat, ten 
miles away. The .New England wan sig- 
nalled as she passed yesterday ami pick- 
ed uii the cicw. reai hing Vancouver Fri 
day evening. 

The Columbia was ISO feet Ion-.' and 
of about 200 tons register. She was 
formerly known as the Sagin, having 
come from the Barlmdoes six years ago 
to engage in the Klondike trade, She 
was unsuitable for thai trade ami was 
run on different short routes la long tiie 
coast. Last year the New England Fish 
Company bought her. and after spending 
ijiHO,()00 in new machinery, reeliristencd 
her into ihe halibut business.

THE ISLAND OF DREAD. 

Dnreey Island Leper Lazaretto Is Taken 
Over by Provincial Authorities. 

As has been already reported, tbe 
Dorcey island leper station, which in 
the past lias been a charge upon the 
cities of Victoria and Vancouver, has 
been taken over by the provincial 'au- 
thorities, the transfer taking place on 
January J. In this connection a visit 
will be made to the island on Monday 
or Tuesday by the provincial health oili- 
cer, Dr. Fugan, for the purpose of in- 
specting the station, preparatory to mak- 
ing an official report to the govern- 
ment. Since the leper siali.ni was in- 
uugurated some fifteen years ago, the 
largest number of cases at any one 
time on the island was about eight, 
and the number lias now dwindled down 
to live, two of which are supposed to be 
approaching decease. All .those at pres- 
ent on the island are of the .Mongolian 
race. Only two cases of white lepers 
have occurred in Hie history of the prov- 
ince. One of these was nil lris'innau 
from the Skeenii river, and the other 
was a Finnish settler from Malcolm 
Island. Only one escape has figured in 
the annals of the leper colony, an epi- 
sode to which there was attached ft 1 
certain atmosphere of romance. The] 
case was that of ii young Chinaman who • 
'hud only been married about three I 
months when the dread malady muni- 1 
lested itself oil his person, and he was 
marked for isolation. The frenzied man 
appealed from doctor to doctor in tin. 
ho lie of discovering an opinion hopeful 
to his case, but without avail, and finally 
the matter was taken to the courts with 
like result. The end of it all win that 
the young Chinaman was sent to the 
island |o undergo the awful dUTOll<»0 
and await it.hc release of dentil. But 
the wife of the young man was appar- 
ently determined to share his fate or 
effect the release of her 'husband. She 
sol sail in n sloop, which was lust seen 
going in the) direction of Darcey Island, 
and upon the next official inspection of 
o" .station, it was found that she had 
accomplished her object, had taken her 
husband away. Nothing 'has been 'heard 
of tiliem since.

The Cossack lias at. last made his ap- 
pearance, and it remains to be seen whu t 
effect his coming will have on the con- 
duct of the war by the Japanese Li 
Manchuria. The Associated Press cor- 
respondent at 'the front with Oku— one 
of three who remained of nineteen — tele- 
graphs tliat Russian cavalry 1ms injure.', 
the railway south of laaoyang, and hear 
Anshiinchnn and Tlichcng. Tbe coun- 
try thereaDouts is ,n splendid one for 
■the operations of cavalry, nad mow that 
the tull kowliang ih'us been garnered, and 
the great plains are bare, there will be 
a wide area free for the raiders to work 
in, though! the hiding places are scarce. 
The risk taken by the Muscovite cavalry 
will be great, however; for there are 
large forces of Japanese at Liaoyang 
and Hodcheng, though few at Anshau- 
cltan, which is a minor depot, and the 
valley of the Lino, from which the ene- 
my's cavalry are presumably operating, 
is but narrow; beyond the river is China 
proper and neutral territory. The Japa- 
nese cavalry Is weak, however, that arm 
being I ho worst in the Mikado's service 
and the men are poorly mounted on 
small Japanese and Chinese ponies. 
Moreover, all are very poor riders. 

The coming of tne raiding bands will 
greatly hamper the Japanese transport, 
which heretofore has been entirely free 
from, any such hindrance. With the tak- 
ing of Liaoyang in September last the 
Japanese hurried the work of making 
the wide guage of thq Russian railway 
conform with that of Japan by shifting 
ond rail, am! rolling stock was hurried- 
ly brought from Japan; the Yinkow 
! branch, which joins the main liue at 
Tashihehiao, fourteen miles away, was 
also converted to tho Japanese guage, 
and until the great port at the mouth 
. of the Lino was blocked by ice within 

I the past few weeks, there were two 
'bases of supply— not considering those of 
Korea, over whose arteries and newly- 
t constructed railways much of the sup- 

■ plies are now being taken. Both Dalny 
and Yinkow were used us bases for tho 

I .great fleet of transport .steamers, and 
many trains were operated daily from 

■ bo tli ports. 

In the early stages of the war, until 
I after Liaoyang wa.s occupied', all the 
i trains were rolled north by hand, hun- 
| drcds of Chinese coolies and Japanese 
transport men dragging the laden 
trucks, and hundreds of lumbering Chi- 
nese carts, hundreds of light military 
carts, which were like toys in compari- 
son to the great carriers of the Chinese 
carters, and pack animals. Chinese 
wheelbarrows and sural i hand-carts were 
also used. Then the locomotives enmo 
by shiploads from Japan and trucks 
with narrow frames followed, replacing 
to a considerable extent the slower 
methods of bringing up the stores, 
though t'he icarts -were still used — now 
they are replaced by sleds— to augment 
the supply brought over the railway. 

By cutting the railway in places, and 
the Associated Dress correspondent .with 
Oku says the railway lins been damaged, 
tho Russian cavalry has done great 
work for Kuropattkin, for the breaks 
will cause delay to the Japanese trans- 
port—and nil delays will greatly add 
Russia at this stage.. The -work of the 
Russian cavalry' will, too, have a more 
far-reaching effect. Larger forces of 
. lighting men will have to he detached to 
j 'guard tho several bases, -where great 
I piles of provisions have been stored, for 
, instance, that at AnshnnChnn and at 
oilier smaller villages between that point 
-and Hoichong, and between the Saddle 
mountains and Liaoyang, will require 
forces of guards) where in the past but 
•a few men, of tho commissariat depart- 
ment have been in charge. The. enemy 
was never seen in the rear of the Japa- 
nese before, and the officers of the Japa- 
nese army must linve been .surprised 
when the raiders' -work was reported; it 
was so unusual iu comparison with tbe 
past. 

A more far-reaching effect of the raids 
by the Russian cavalry will he to cause 
delay in sending the reinforcements 
north (o the armies of Kuroki. Now 
•that Port Arthur has fallen, the line 
of ccinmnnications stretching northward 
through the valley of the Liao -will be 
thick with long lines of fighting men 
marching north, for there will be hun- 
dreds on the road as well ns in the 
trains. Uoforo the attack o» Liaoyang 
th • line of railway was one long string 
of little parties of soldiers, groups of 
live and ten, making their way north. I 
The greater part of the eleventh divi- 
sion came tliusly from before Port Ar- 
thur—it had 'been expected thirl the gar- 
rison wotfld have surrendered before 
anil two or more division would have 
been in (be north before tho Shoushan 
hills were rushed. The Japanese in- 
fantrymen will not be able to make his 
way north in thai, manner with danger 1 
threatening in the form of Cossack raid- 
ers; regiments will have to go north in 
readiness for nttack rather than string- 
ing out and making their way, marching 
nt ease. ; 

However, Cossacks or no Cossacks, 
tlir. J-apauese army has been materially, 
reinforced by the addition of new divi- I 
sions from Japan, large forces of re ) 
serves and by" divisions of tho .seasoned I 
lighting men who have done such valiant 
work at Port Arthur. The armies ol \ 
Oyanui will number al least half a mil- 
lion men, ami the artillery will have from j 
500 to li(ll) field guns before March. ' 
With all speed the Russians lire hurry- 
ing ni> reinforcements to counteract tbo j 
augmentation of Oyama's forces, but, 1 
despite the haste, the Muscovite armies 
will be far weaker than those of tin 
Japanese, and when the great, battle is 
fought when spring approaches, if nol 
before, tlto Japanese will probably win 
a decisive victory. At/ least, that is thu 
opinion of competent observers. A mill 
tary attache now with the Japanese 
writing to me from Shaho, says that In 
believes that Japan will undoubtedly 
crush the. forces of Kuropatkin in tin, 
spring. 

While the raids along the line of com 
munications in the valley of the Lino- 
tung will have some damaging effect on 
the transport and movement in tliut di- 
rection, it must not be thought for « 
moment that it will slop the supply of 
I he Japanese, lor t he Linotuilg valley is 
bit! one channel through which tin;

Japan in direel touch with Europ« 
through the Chinese-Eastern railway, 
which it joins alt Liaoyang, and which 
connects at Harbin with the Siberian 
route to Europe. The .schedule for the 
274-mile journey from Fusun to Seoul 
is fifteen hours. Suwon, which is the 
Mukden of Korea, will be the half- 
way point, tne railway station being 
some distance removed from tho city. 
There are 53 stations on the route. 

The Seoul-Wiju line, is really a part 
of the same road, though i t.s construc- 
tion i* in the hands of the army, whilu 
the Seoul-Fusau road is 'being built by 
civilians. The guage is the same— the 
four feet six inches of Japan— and, it 
the roadbed is not as permanent as the 
Seoul-Puaan road now, it will he. In 
building the Seoul-Wiju line tho Japa- 
nese have used for some distance the 
Korean road surveyed by French engi- 
neers—a French company formerly had 
a concession for the road ■which Japan 
began at the commencement of the war. 
The road has been built hurriedly, 
though, the grades being much too steep 
'and all bridges have been constructed 
roughly of wood. The road will not be 
in -good shape for permanent business 
for .several years, but it will be ready 
for thp army transport service by this 
date, or at least by the end of this 
month. 

And with this line, or rather, series 
of lines, in use, the Japanese will be 
ablo to hurry forward supplies for tbe 
great armies of Oyama, as well as addi- 
tional reinforcements even faster than 
the work is carried on now — and, such 
as it is, it is far more successful than 
Ithe Russian lino of communications. 
With the Korean road, too, even if 
tho raiders now working on the line of 
communications in tho Linotung cause 
damage, which they probably will not 
be permitted to do long, there will be 
little stoppage in the steady stream of 
anen nnd supplies. 

To my mind, the outlook is blight 
indeed for Japan.

New Station of Pacific Company Opened 
at Seattle. 

| Port Townsend, Jan. 14. — Tiie new- 
station of the Pacific Wireless Tele- 
graph Company at 'Seattle was formally 
thrown open to tho public today. 
!' This company now has four land 
stations and one on the revenue cutter 
[Grant. 1 The land stations are located 
at Port Townsend, Fort Casey, Friday 
Harbor and Seattle. Victoria is to ho 
•the next point to be connected with tho 
system, and the completion of the Seat- 
Itlo Station will release the company's 
working force from that point so that 
full attention may be given to Victoria. 
It is hoped to establish communication 
between the latter city and the other 
stations within a month, much pre- 
paratory work having already been done. 

The system was first thrown open 
October 17. 1903, when the stations- at 
Port Townsend and Fort Casey were 
put in operation. The event was a not- 
able one. impressive ceremonies-, atten- 
ded by hundreds of local people and nu- 
merous invited visitors from man/ 
states, being held. 

The company's first practical work 
was done in Southern California, where 
stations were erected at San Pedro and 
nt Avalon, on Santa Oatalina Island, oft 
t'he coast. This system was operated 
three years nnd experiments conducted 
before the [ires -nt system on Puget 
Sound was established. Thei California 
system is still in daily operation. 

The plans of the company involve the 
erection of a station at Cape Flattery 
and several other points on the Sound 
and British Columbia. General A. L. 
Xew. blie vice-president and general 
manager, has also stated that Alaska 
will have bis company's attention us 
soon as possible.

A PIONEER OF PIONEERS. 

James Porter a Veteran of Victoria's IS. 
P». C. Days, Has Passed Away. 

With the deatii at the Jubilee hospi- 
tal yesterday of James Porter, sen., a 
native of Kent, England, there passed 
from life's stage one of the very earliest 
of Victoria's and 'British Columbia's 
original pioneers— those sturdy-hearted 
men who came into the new world wild- 
erness in the Hudson's Bay Company 
days and laid the foundations for Vic- 
toria and tho province of which this 
city is now the stately capital. Mr. 
(Porter's voyage to Vancouver Island 
wns in IS")3 — more than half a century 
ago — in tho good ship Norman Morri- 
son. Hon. Dr. Hehncken and other fa- 
miliar figures in provincial' affairs being 
his fellow-passengers. After seeing Rome 
service with the Hudson's Bay Company 
here, Mr. Porter took up land near 
Colwood, following farming there until 
about four years ago. His wife, who 
bad accompanied him from England, 
•dio<! five years after their settlement in 
British Columbia, and although he since 
married twice, the third of Mr. Porter's 
life companions preceded him to the 
grave some years ago.

"Should a woman be hanged for mur- 
der?" is the query evoked by the horri- 
ble crime committed in Vermont. Tho 
subject is so terrible, and the temptation 
to give a negative answer through sheer 
compassion for an individual so great, | 
that I almost hesitate to answer the i 
question which has been sent to me. 
But at the outset I am forced to confess ' 
that I can see no adequate reason why . 
woman should Hot suffer precisely the 
same penalty as man for the same of- 
fence. We who believe in the equality 1 
of the sexes must surely believe also in 
the equality of moral responsibility, and | 
any crime that could equally be commit- 1 
ted by a man or a woman must surely 
demand the same punishment and be 
judged by the same standard. 

The attempt to shield woman from 
the consequences of an act of ordinary 
violence places her immediately on a 
separate footing, and at once admits the 
theory! that woman is not a responsible 



being in the same way as man, and that 
consequently she could) never be intrust- 
ed with the duties and cares which de- 
volve oi; liim by reason of his superior 
sex. The admission is disastrous to the 
development and expansion of woman's 
mind and opportunities. If, therefore, a 
woman endowed witli tbe same moral 
sense as a man commits a crime for 
which, bad ho been found guilty ho 
would have suffered tbe extreme penalty 
of the law, I must hold that the same 
punishment which would be meted out 
to him should be equally given to her.

hasty judgments. The government of 
every country is bound, first and fore- 
most, to protect the great mass of fi9 
people, and must allow no motives of 
sentiment to interfere with this supreme 
duty. 

We have, of course, mercifully con- 
ceived a, far higher view of the value of 
human life than was ever hold in the 
past, when men and women were con- 
demned to death for the most trivial 
crimes. In the reign of Henry VIII. of 
England, 74,000 vagabonds were exo- 
i.'Utod, and the lav.' whi ll meted out 
capital punishment to thieves was only 
rescinded during the nineteenth century. 
The last woman to be hanged in Eng- 
land for .stealing four yards of cotton 
goods was executed in a town close to 
my home, and as a child I have known 
old people who remembered the incident. 
Indeed, in my own village there is a 
green where men and women often 
gather on summer evenings. A well 
stands in the centre, and the cool wa- 
ter trickles out of a raised cross sup- 
ported by angels in bas-relief, under 
which is inscribed, "I Am the Water of 
Life." Beneath that velvet carpet of 
green grass there is the grave of a ser- 
vant trirl executed nearly a hundred 
years ago for the murder of her infant, 
a little workhouse waif, scarcely more 
than a child her»"!t when she became a 
mother and a murderer. 

Thank God increased civilization 
broader charity ai ! a deepened sense of 
the sacredness or life 'nave made such 
conditions impost;. bio.

Receipes for The Silvery Smelt 



"Green" smelts— nol in color, but 
freshly caught and exhaling the odor of 
violets— are, indeed, to quote the enthu- 
siastic Isaak Walton, "loo good for any 
'but very honest .folk." These are the 
shining, silvery little fish that come in 
'limited quantities from Rhode Island 
and Massachusetts, their fuM eyes pro- 
dlaimhlg them fresh from the sen— a far 
cry from their blood relations that couiu 
in blocks of ice from Canada, neither 
60 "green" nor yet so redolent of ilow- 
ers. Yet even so, they are among the 
daintiest of our winter tisli — aristocrats 
of the market. There are many wnys 
•of deliriously preparing these little lish 
for the table beside 'the conventional one 
of skewering them heads to tails and 
frying llieni in crispy, delicate rings. 

Broiled Smelts.— Your true epicure 
splits them up the back, removes the 
backbone, cleans 'them carefully as be- 
hooves their station, seasons them with 
salt and popper, bathes them lightly 
With olive oil and 'broils I hem on n doa- 
ble hroilcii over a clear lire. They are 
then served with a rich Bcill'liulsc or, 

sauce tartare. 

Baked 'in Paper.— Another delicate] 
way of preparing them is to bake them I 
in paper.. Select, largo smelts, split, up 
the back and remove the iione. Dllst 
with salt and pepper, brush with oil, 
close the iisli and lay eornerwlse on 
squares or stiff white paper. Lay in a 
baking pan, nol allowing them to touch, 
and bake twenty minutes in a hot oven.

The making of the liook, its owner 
says, has been a great amusement.

into print to air my own peculiar views 
on the subject. However, after reading 
tiio article in the B. C. Mining Exchange 
1 was very much impressed with the 
following paragraph: "The total staff of 
tho Bureau of Mines cannot be called an 
extensive one iu| view of the large and 
varied amount of work performed * * 
* the chief of the bureau is the Pro- 
vincial Mineralogist. The Provincial 
Mineralogist 'has no direct assistant in 
Ilia olllco, the total staff of the Bureau 
of Mines being t'he very limited number 
of .three, viz.: the Provincial Mineral- 
ogist, tho Provincial 'Assnyer and As- 
sistant Mineralogist and an assistant to 
tlie Provincial Assayer." 

Right here is where my criticism of 
the department conies in, and I made it 
as a friendly criticism, not as a cap- 
tious one, or because I have any per- 
sonal axe to grind. 

As a matter of facf, -"his portion of 
tho department is of far greater impor- 
tance to the province at large than prob- 
ably any other department in the govern-' 
nvout, and it docs appear to me as 
'though a penny wise pound foolish policy 
lias been and still is being followed with 
regard to its organization. 

I know that the reports issued by the 
Provincial Mineralogist reach the public 
much more promptly and at an earlier 
date each year than the reports pub- 
lished by any similar department the 
(world over. 1 know too that the Pro- 
vincial Mineralogist 'has followed a pol- 
icy and that consistently, too, of mak- 
ing his reports so conservative that cap- 
italists may be governed by them in 
seckinc investments in this province. I 
also know that many foreign publica- 
tions have from time to time compli- 
mented him for this reason. 

The criticism 1 would like to make 
is that in the first place it would seem 
a matter of false economy to call on 
a high-priced technical man, such as the 
■Provincial Mineralogist, to edit the sta- 
tistical reports made by the gold com- 
missioners to the Minister of Mines, 
When such work could be done in an ac- 
ceptable manlier by a clerk at $1,000 a 
year salary. 

In the samrj way Luke the statistical 
information furnished to the Minister of 
'Mines by the various companies operat- 
ing in the province. This, to my. notion, 
could be collected and compiled by a 
clerk receiving a medium salary. 

The' technical work alone is more 
than sufficient to employ at least three 
assistants in addition to the Provincial 
Mineralogist, who should be kept in the 
field not less than nine months during 
itho year, and occupy the other three 
months in writing their reports for pub- 
lication with the Minister of Mines' re- 
port.

Considerable interest has been at- 
tached to the Alsek mining division by 
reports brought out by Mr. Muirhead, 
who owns a number of claims on Bul- 
lion creek, and by Mr. Lawrence "Breese 
of New York, who lias recently invested 
a large sum of money, about $300,000, 
to develop the properties. When pass- 
dng_ through Victoria not long ago, Mr. 
M airhead exhibited a large and beauti- 
ful collection of photographs, showing 
•some of the scenes typical of this great 
mineral region, which, by the way, pos- 
sesses all those charms which mot only 



was very desirous of knowing if tho 
gravel was worth working at a great 
depth.

Ericke's Comet

Kneke's periodic comet show's welll in 
the telescope now. Tho sky is very clear 
tonight, and tlie best observation yet se- 
cured was just mude, 8:i!0 p. m., Nov. 
25. Its position was right ascension 21 
hours 33 minutes, declination (north) 12 
degrees -12 minutes. This brings it in 
the western part of tho constellation 
Pegasus and near -a splendid cluster at 
small stars known as Messier 15. The 
comet is moving southwest to sweep 
around the sum It is at this writing 
about -1(1,000,000 miles from the earth. 
•It is not visible to the unaided eye. Tho 
nucleus is very tfaint and difficult to see, 
even in tho great telescope, if, indeed, it 
has one; hut the tail is quite wide, dif- 
fuse ami, faint and is nearly circular or 
slightly oval or elongated. 

This comet is one of thoV most inter- 
esting bodies known to astronomers. Its 
periodic time Is decreasing— that is, 
since 1780 it keeps moving faster and 
faster, innumerable arguments 'have 
been held since .1810, when its orbit: and 
velocity were actually computed by 
Kncko, for whom it is named. It was 
at once argued, since it kept moving 
with accelerated velocity, that it must 
meet a slight resisting medium in space,

globe, a distance , of 33,000,000 miles. 

'■But behold! its diameter is then about 
14,000 miles only! That is, when first 
seen its volume is 10,000 times greater 
than When in perihelion. The entire 
subject of comets is a mystery. Thus, 
the speetrucope shows that the light 
emitted by a majority is like that radiat- 
ing from* the base of a common gas or 
caudle flame, which we know to be 
caused by the union of a hydro-carbon 
with oxygen. 

•Some of the light of comets' tails is 
reflected by the sun; but some is due to 
the materials of the comets themselves. 
The tails of comets behave us though re- 
pelled by a force emanating from the 
sun. 

j Various opinions have been advanced 
on this perplexing question. Tho elec- 
trical theory of repulsion had many nd- 
Jiercnts. That the sun is surrounded by 
an electrostatic field, which repels the 
thin gas of the comet away into a 
streamer; hut the writer benrd the 

t great 'Swedish astronomer and physicist 
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such as tenuous gas. For by means of 
the higher analysis it is known that 
should a body of small' mass and of 
great dimensions as a comet rush 
around the sun through a thiul resisting 
medium tho result would be an increase 
of speed. 

This seems strungo to one not; versed 
in the higher mathematics; but the ex- 
planation in words in place of formulas 
is that the friction of the rare gas- does 
tend to retard the motion, but the mo- 
tion cannot begin to slow down before 
•t'he sun's attraction pulls it off its truck 
and a little nearer. But no body can go 
an inch nearer the sun without flying 
faster. This fact is based on the known 
rigid laws of gravity and motion. There- 
fore the speed is increased and the time 
of moving around the sun decreased.

less attention to .statistics or to reports 
made by gold commissioners who, no 
matter how competent they may be to 
fill their offices, are not supposed to pos- 
sess the attainments necessary to qual- 
ify them to make geological or minernl- 
oglcol reports of their various districts', 
'Phis fact is fully understood outside, 
and tin* average prospective investor, 
wdio is the man whom the government 
should most desire to reach, passes over 
.Tin! pages of the report devoted to sin-b 
material with a merely superficial 
glance, but! devotes his attention to the 
technical reports which deal with the 
actual mining operations being carried 
on, the geology and mineral resources of 
the province. 

Another criticism I would make is 
that as a general rule too little atten- 
tion is paid by the Bureau of Mines to 
the prospects occurring in outlying dis- 
tricts.

And so on, shortening its time of cir- 
cuit on an average of two and one-half 
hours each revolution. This was main- 
tained until in 1SCS the increase of 
speed diminished nearly one-half. Pro- 
fessor Young says that from -this "there 
remains much doubt as to the theory of 
a resisting medium." His theory is that 
taie comet/, at terrific speed, dashes 
many times faster than any cannon-ball 
through a stream of meteors. No other 
comet 'has been observed to accelerate, 
so the question is obscure. All the as- 
tronomers of the world are on the alert 
to see what it will do this time. This 
comet l.ns the shortest "year" of any 
known — J.,211 days, approximately, or 
three and one-third years, nearly. The 
writer has seen it on several returns. 

A remarkable fact about the present 
comet is its diminution in size) when it 
reaches its nearest point to the sun. 
When first seen it is usually 130,000,000 



'Arrhenius at the World's Congress of 
Electricians in St. Bonis elaborate a pro- 
found mathematical theory of the; pres- 
sure of radiant energy in general. Tho 
vast subject cannot be shown here. 

Tlie most appalling apparition ever 
seen by the eye of man was the enor- 
mous comet of 1882. It actually passed 
within only 300,0OU miles of that awful 
furnace, the sun's surface. It plowed 
through the hot gases surrounding the 
solar muss with the world-startling speed 
of 300 miles' per second. On September 
17. 1882, it was watched from the Cape 
of Good Hope until it got white hot 
close to the edge of the sun, when it 
vanished. The observers thought that it 
had disappeared behind the sun; b iit Ufl , 
it crossed the mighty front. It passed 
between the earth and sun in fifteen 
minutes and traversed the disk 8(36,000 
miles in that short time. When crossing 
the sun's face it was invisible. It there- 
fore must have been transparent or as 
'hot ami ns bright as tho sun; for if 
cooler and darker it would have Ijeen 
seen as a dot or spot— that is, the nu- 
cleus. | 

The writer watched it hour after hour. 
Tho nucleus at one time reached the 
length of 100,000 miles, and in one place 
its width rose to 5,000. It boiled with 
fervent heat, and to this moment visions 
of the terrific spectacle are vivid. The 
tail at its maximum reached the enor- 
mous length, of 100,000,000 miles and 
therefore extended out beyond the orbit 
of the earth, where it was .10,000,(100 
miles wide. The stars were always 
easily seen through it, showing! it to be 
very rare. The spectrum was that of a 
hydro-carbon gas. 

Well's comet, also of 1882, plunged 
into the sun's external gaseous envelope 
and became white hot. Its Spectrum 
then presented the lines of the two well- 
known metals— sodium and 'magnesium. 
Most of tlie comets that whirl around 
tho sun nre callers on thoi solar system. 
They come to pay us their respects, 
make a graceful curve in space, a para- 
bola, on which they speed around the 
sun, and dash away never to return.

When the hair begins to fall, or is 
turning prematurely gray, or takes a 
dead lack-lustre appearance, it indicates 
disease of the seal;) in some form. It 
may not be a serious affair, perhaps 
only lack of care, or, more often, ignor- 
ance in care. So many regard "care 
iit the liii.tr" as a weekly washing of the 
same in order to "keep it nice and 
•lean." This is ignoraniy in care. Then 



which has dissolved a small lump of 
washing soda (about the size of a filbert 
to it pint of water). Oh, yes, it will 
perhaps loosen the hacks, if you are 
not very careful, and a 35-ceiit brush 
iwill not hist many years, but they will 
do cleanly service for a number o 
months, and, after all, that, is what they 
aro for. Protect the hair from dust, if 
you are your own housekeeper, by cover- 
ing it through the sweeping and dusty 
times, and remove such dust as it d(>es 
gather on the hair, with the brushes. 
Do uot let the hair split at the euds. 
Once every four weeks singe the hair. 
To do this well, braid your hair in four 
braids at least, in six or eight if it is 
very thick; in this latter case, divide 
the hair into upper and lower halves. 
Make two braids on each front or tem- 
poral portion, one above the other. 
Divide the back hair into four por- 
tions — two upper, two lower, braiding 
them snugly. Take a lighted candle 
and run the 'blaze quickly Up and down 
each braid as you hold it taut and in an 
incline from the head to your lingers. 
The short hairs, whose ends fray out 
■from the braids, will thus be singed. 
■Do not let the main braid burn. Next, 
hold the braids tightly between the. fin- 
gers, about half an inch from the tips 
or ends of the hair. Burn each little 
half-inch off; do not fear, the blaze wilj 
uot pass your lingers, nor even touch 
them. The hair will simply smoke and 
bubble and char. Do this on each new 
moon, if you like; in insures regularity, 
if no other benefit. The increasing 
length of hair will prove the virtue of 
this treatment better than any words 
of mine could do. Xot only iwill the 
hair grow rapidly, but it will grow 
glossy and thick. 

If your Scalp is hot and itching, with 
littlo pimples and much dandruff, try 
this: To half a bottle of vaseline add 
n teaspoonful of baking powder, and the 
same of Hour and sulphur; work them 
well together; work a small portion of 
this well into the scalp each day. 

Restore vitality to the scalp by daily 
massage. Do not let your mind be 
troubled as to "movements": simply 
exercise it by pressure, rolling, pinching, 
etc. Just a few- moments' exercise 
■when yon dress the hair, and again upon 
retiring. This exercise and, the simple 
remedy given obove will do marvels for 
tho removal of dandruff and the im- 
provement of the hair. It will also 
promote growth of new hair and pre- 
vent grayness. 

Change the method or style of dress- 
ing the hair often, or wear it dressed 
plainly during tho early hours of the 
doty, adopting the popular and favorite 
stylo for the later and evening hours. 
Never sleep with pins in the hair. These 
simple rules, if obeyed, will prevent the 
■falling of hair. 

Shampoo the hair once in six weeks 
with one of the following preparations, 
according to your own persona) require- 
ments, If the hair is heavy with nat- 
ural oil, use this: Rain water, 1 pint: 
sal soda, 1 oz.; cream Tartar, \'\ oz. 
Hub well into the hair and seal]): rinse 
'with tepid water, then with cold, and 
dry iwith hot towels or by shaking the 
hair near a good fire. 

•If, on the other hand, your hair is 
dry ami "dead" in appearance, try this: 
Egg Shampoo — Beat the yolk of an egg 
till it .is light, add a teaspoonful of olive 
or sweet oil and a few drops of am- 
monia; rub well into the hair and scalp; 
wash out with warm water and a very 
little castile soap: rinse in warm, then 
cold, water, dry as before. 

'A good, general shampoo that may be 
kept on hand for use at any time, thu^ 
being convenient for those who are 
boarding or traveling, is made as fol- 
lows: Dissolve oz. of curb, of am- 
monia and 1 oz. of borax in 1 quart of 
water. To this add '1 ounces of glycer- 
ine, quarts of New England ruin and 
i quart ot bay rum. Shampoo with 
the hands till a slight lather is formed, 
then rinse off with cold water. This is 
a wholesale prescription and is sold in 
N-ounce hot th-s, but you can prepare a 
part — say one fourth — or cluib with 
friends and divide the mixture. The 
cost is trilling. 

To rid tin- hair of enililrcn of para- 
sites and to leave it in a clean condition, 
make a bichloride of mercury soap: 
shave a part el' tin- cake into an earthen 
IhiwI, pom- a little boiling water on it 
anil whip with a fork until the soap is 
dissolived aid tin- mixture nearly cold. 
It will form a .idly. Wash the hair 
with warm witter, then wipe as dry as 
possible. While the hair is still wet, 
nib the jelly-like emulsion into the scalp 
and hair. I.oi it remain for a few 
me/nieiits or half an hour, then wash out 
with warm water. Itab the hair well 
with hot cloths, and dry quickly. If 
necessary, repeat in live days. 

To prevent contagion of this disagree- 
able trouble at school, keep the hair well 
oiled with some simple oil in which salt 
is dissolved. This necessitates the fre- 
quent •washing of the hair and the use 
of a little sal soda in the water to re- 
move the oil. lest it become rancid and 
disagreeable.

Si>ongo the superfluous flesh (generally 
about the hack and waist or over the 
abdomen) daily with hot vinegar, and 
anoint night and morning (after the cold 
bath) with the following: Iodide or 
potassium, .'1 grains; vaseline.

•sweet, resinous scent. Strange, is it not, 
the fascination the pen of Dickens held, 
and, ns far as I can see, will hold for 
all time. Of the great ones of the earth 
there seem no duplicates. With Ham- 
let we exclaim: 

"Taking him as a man for all in all, 
1 shall not look upon his like again." 
Even here, in a colony far removed 
.from those intensely English scenes of 
which Dickens wrote, and which ,0 
many of us are unfamiliar, ignorant <lf 
tho time-honored customs and institu 1 
tions to which he makes such constant 
allusion, which necessarily are unknown 
to those who have not visited England. 
His influence and power are still felt. 
iNot very long since, in the Ksojuininlt 
car, I was meditatively contemplating a 
window and pondering what awful deed 
"Morris, the pii>o man," really had done, 
when a sudden midge broke m.v reverie 
and a voice exclaimed: '•Mother, look at 
the littlo Kenwigs." There they were, 
sure enough, three in tt row, shiny faces, 
[betokening a lavish use' of yellow .soap, 
spotless pinafores, and stiffly-plaited pig- 
tails standing proudly out on each side. 
Have we not all in this populous West 
met Sairy .Gamp and Betsy Prig, thoug i, 
thanks he to trained nurses, their df.y 
is over. Is not .Mr. Micawber up Inti- 
mate? Do we not beg Mrs. Doinbey to 
make an effort? Mr. Mantolcue is often 
to.lbo found in this country of hard men, 
engaged sometimes in less honorable 
pursuits than turning a mangle. I have 
many times (been asked to be convivial 
on less inspiriting drinks than Mr. Peck- 
sniff's cherry wine. We have Plenty of 
artless young things like "Merry" on 
our visiting list. I never see children 
indulging in a slide on a frozen pond 
without picturing -Mr. Pickwick's plump 
figure! following them, pursued by the 
,fat boy. and Mr. Wardle sliding up and 
down, down and, up again, one after the 
other, glowing with mirth and excite- 
ment. Who can smell a Christinas pud 
ding without recalling to mind the 
Scrattchers' feast with the pudding that 
smelt like a cookshop, thai wiicit 1'ke 
an eating-house next door to a laun- 
dress' '.' The Cricket on the Hearth 
still preaches its h'sson of |»ve c n .l for- 
giveness, Tho chimes still ring out 
their warning. I don't think I shall 
err if I say that Marty's ghost has. even 
in this very town, opened many a penur- 
ious pocket. Wonderful pen that lies 
idle in the shadows of grand old West- 
minster Abbey — idle but not silent — 
among the ashes of kings; none .better 
known or more beloved than the humble 
scribe who lies at their feet — marvelous 
ifeet that have left such ineffaceable 
footprints on the sands of time. 1 can 
remember the excitement that existed 
when tlu» Pickwick Papers were pub- 
lished; how people used to wait round 
the publishers — Chapman & Hall's-— 
waiting to pay their shilling aald 
their number.

But the hand that 
touched the master chords of -the harp 
of life and death so strongly and yet so 
tenderly was not to be moved by public 
desire or feeling one tittle, and (he car- 
ried the story on, regardless of all, to its 
natural end, the death of Little Nell. 
That 0110 word, "natural," is the key- 
note t<> Dickens' whole success and in- 
fluence. His plots and his actors are 
fashioned from the same clay we are 
ourselves molded 011, the same potters' 
wheel wo recognize, and remember them 
as friends, There is another thing about 
his works that always appeals to our 
hearts. He always wrote with one end 
in view — either of righting a wrong or 
exposing. Some feared the influence 
"Nicholas Nlfkleby" bad over the board- 
ing schools; , especially in Yorkshire, 
where the plot is laid, was littlo .short of 
marvelous. 

1 am glad to see Spencer has many 
copies of Dickens' stories in 17-cent vol- 
umes. The print is not much to boast 
of, but consider the cost.

The self-governing colo- 
nies 'have a white population of about 
11,000,000, a revenue of alioat £G1,Q00,- 
000, and 'an area of more than 7,000,000 
square miles. In point of comfort, their 
people are better off than ours. India 
and the crown colonies are differently 
placed, mid probably cannot do much to 
h»lp us. Without wishing to grumble, 
•and fully admitting that the ultimate 
decisions on points of policy rest with 
tlie (British cabinet, it is but fair to bay 
that these facts are startling. 

Speaking of the annual military and 
naval changes, Mr, Chamberlain said iu 
11102 that "if the United Kingdom stood 
alone, as a mere speck in the northern 
sea, it is certain that its expenditure 
for these purposes of defence might be 
immensely curtailed. It is owing, to its 
duties and obligations to its colonies 
throughout the empire; it is owing to 
its trade with these colonies, a trade in 
which of course they arc equally inter- 
ested wilb ourselves, that the necessity 
has been cast upon us to make thes'j 
enormous preparations." Quite so. And 
Mr. Chamberlain might have milled that 
just as a great pail of our ordinary ex- 
penditure is owing to our duties and ob- 
ligations to tl'- colonies, so almost the 
whole of our extraordinary expenditure 
mi war springs [roni the same source. 
Scan t'he long list of our wars and ex- 
I [icd it ions, great and small, since the fall 
of Napoleon. Hardly one of them that 
did not arise 1 from some real or fancied 
duty connected with our over-sea domin- 
ions. Our antagonism to lUussia, with 
I its bloody fruits, is due to Indian causes. 
.India herself constantly, China more 
than once, New Zealand, Canada, ,1a- 



wished to tax them, so she might lose her 
colonies in the twentieth century because 
they wished to tax her. Let us hope 
that so muck of this jeu d'esprit as 
savors of prophecy may be cheerfully 
dismissed with a smile. Yet there is 
.something in our position today which 
may recall what toolc place between 1701 
anil 177-1. Tlie Mother Country had just 
then emerged from a great war, entered 
upon solely to protect her American col- 
onists, not indeed from iinaginery op- 
pression, hut' from the territorial usurpa- 
tion of France and organized massacre 
at the hands of savages. The deliver- 
ance was effected by the energy of the 
elder Pitt, but not without immense 
cost and a grievous/ addition to the na- 
tional-debt. Then arose a momentous 
question. Ought not those who had been 
rescued, whose frontiers still required 
military and naval protection, to con- 
tribute something towards so heavy an 
outlay? Rightly handled, it is quite 
likely the Americans would have met 
tin request. But the furious spirit of 
Grenville and Townshend and the King's 
lamentable obstinacy thrust out of sight 
any moral title to a voluntary contribu- 
tion by bluntly asserting- ft right t.i 
raise what they demanded by taxation, 
and to levy that taxation by force. 

A'bsurdities of that kind, we may be 
quite sure, will never be repeated. Nev- 
ertheless, we find ourselves, -after the 
lapse qf 140 years, in. a .situation some- 
what analogous to that which our fore- 
fathers mismanaged. Fresh colonies 
have arisen in place of those we then 
lost. We have ngain heeii led by that 
connection into war, not a necessary war 
in tin- opinion of many among us, but 
•noiio tlie less costly. We are obliged to 
maintain enormous armaments, im- 
mensely greater than, hut for that con- 
nection, ■would sufliee for our own needs. 
iSerious commercial depression threatens 
us, with much suffering among the poor- 
er classes, in consequence of our heavy 
expenditure upon these accounts. And
